The ad- 
jutant general is of the opinion that 
the duty of the National Guard is mere- 
ly to put down the rioting and not to 
do police duty. Whatever the duty of 
the National Guard may he. Mayor 
Farley holds that the troops are here 
under his authority, and that they will 
remain here until he feels that they 
can be dispensed with. The responsi- 
bility of preserving the order of the 
city rests upon the shoulders of the 
mayor, he says, and he proposes to see 
that his plans are not interfered with 
by any one. He declares that he is to 
be the judge as to when the troops are 
not wanted.
